He says that it has been arranged that the aeroplane, after it accomplishes 
this flight, shall be presented to the British Government and that already some 
of the principal Indian Princes have intimated their intention of subscribing 
sums varying from £100 to £200 towards the purchase of the aeroplane. 
Any person, however indifferent to the science of economy, cannot but be 
struck with the clever ruse that is going to be played on the poor and simple 
Indians. The coffers of the Princes are of course filled with the money of 
their subjects. Therefore, practically speaking, the subsoriptions towards the 
purchase of the aeroplane are not to be paid by the Princes, but by their 
subjects who, far from being in a position to have the luxury of an aeroplane 
flight, are forced to toil from sunrise to sunset continually from year’s end to 
year’s end simply to keep their souls and bodies together anyhow—not to 
speak of procuring the other necessaries of life. Well might they exclaim 
like the frogs of the pond which were pelted at ‘ Sir, if might be a diversion 
to you, but it means death to us.’ It is undoubtedly strange as to how could 
the Princes agree to finance the scheme in view of the urgent need for money 
at home for thousand and one purposes affecting the welfare of their subjects, 
It is to be hoped better counsels would prevail and the former would take the 
trouble of seeing things in their true ie } : :
